STABBED ON THE CZAR'S YACHTI 


How a Nihilist Crept Aboard the "Standart" and, 
Reaching up Through a Skylight, Plunged a Knife 
into Russia s Little Crown Prince, Before the Eyes 
of the Czar and Czarina and All the Royal Suite

*— ' ' Czarevitch may have had a ratal eno- 
Ing. That the Czar's noir IB suffering from 
peritonitis is now admitted by the Court of- 
ficials, and, as everybody knows, this means 
tbat the wound is of a very dangerous char- 
acter. 


It Is now certain that the Czarevitch's 


Injury was the result ot an attempt to assas- 
•inate him, although the Court officials con- 
tinue to call it an accident and conceal all 
tbe circumstances of the case. Tbe mystery 
they maintain corrooorateg tho assassina- 
tion theory. 
A feeling of Indignation combined with 


Helpless terror prevails among tho enlight- 
ened classes of Russians over this attempt- 
What can be «»Id In defense ot a party of 
revolutionists who would take the iifo of an 
innocent eight-year-old child? 
Yet such Is 


the diabolical Ingenuity of these terrorists 
that It seems hopeless to check them. 


A clue to the present mystery was found 


when Admiral Cbagin, the commander or the 
Csar's yacht, the Standart, committed sui- 
cide, and his love affair with Helen Soyoloff. 
•> revolutionist, became known. 
The attempt on the Czarewltch's life oc- 


curred on board the Standard 
The little 


boy now lies sick at Spala. 6 vast estate in 
Poland covering over teu square miles. On 
October 22 ho Court Issued a bulletin stat- 
IUK that tho Czarewltch was sick, as the re- 
cult of an accident which happened on Octo- 
ber 15. It was simply stated tbitt he fell 
and i-atured himself in the groin. 


On October 14 the Czar and his family 
wore GO board the Standwt at Llbuu on the 
Baltic Sea. If the Czarevitch was wounded 
mi tbe yacht he must have been carried in 
n, critical state over three hundred miles 
from the soa to Spala. Every R^l&u be- 
Moves that tbe court officials would have 
been willing to endanger the child s life i for 
the sake of taking him to a place where thay 
oould h»de him from public observation. 


An officer of the yacht has told the facts 


of what happened on the Standart On Oc- 
tober 7. only a week before the attempt, Ad- 
miral Ohagin. the commander of the Standart, 
engaged three new sailors. The yacht, which 
carries a crow of 300 men. had become short- 
Raided through an outbreak of typhoid fever 
which laid up a dozen men. 
The new men 
were recommended to the Admiral by por- 
tonal friends. 
It was this emergency that 


C&TA the Nihilist a chance to creep abroad 


The Czar and his family have always con- 
sidered themselves comparatively free from 
danger on their yacht, although certain inci- 
dents must have disturbed their confidence. 
During the Summer of 1907 the yacht very 
unaccountably ran on a rock In tho Gulf of 
Finland, and at another time In the same 
year It was reported, a deadly mine was 
found floating In the vicinity of the ship. 
At the time of the grounding the Czar 


called Admiral Chagln to him and said: 
"Tail me frankly. Admiral, am I and my 
safe from treachery on board my own 


Admiral, who was a vigorous, hearty 


nutn, wnh a manner that Inspired confidence. 
replied : 
"Sire. 1 answer for your safety with my 
life. No traitor can ever find footing on this 
•hip. it such a thing ever happens I blow 
out my brains, but I am confident I shall 
never have to do so." 
The Ctar felt that U the craw WR« fa!'V 
lul ho was practically free from danger from 
other sources. A terrorist can hardly hide 
himself in the sea and throw bombs. Con- 
seauently many of tho extraordinary pre- 
cautions taken to guard the Imperial family 
on land are relaxed at sea. Of the two hun- 
dred picked Cossacks who constantly guard 
the imperial children only six are carried on 
the yacht. 
The little Czarevitch and his older sisters, 


the Grand Duchesses Olga, Tatiana, Marie 
and Anastasla. playfld about at liberty on the 
Standart. 
When tbe ship was in sheltered 
waters tbe Czar would take them out unat- 
tended In a rowboat. 
It was his only op- 


portunity to enjoy freedom. 


Thv; Czarevitch was encouraged to con- 


sider himself a sailor because his ancestor 
Peter tho Great, who founded the Russian 
Empire was deeply Interested la tho sea. 
Tba Czarevitch Is most often photographed 
in sailor's dress, although he has tho uni- 
forms of fifty Russian regiments. 
As the children played ou tho deck of the 


ship, the new sailors did not have much 
chance to come In direct contact with him. 
The officers were generally watching them 
and 'he falthlul Cossacks were always there. 


On October 1* the Ctarevltch while play- 


ing with his father, mother and sisters, start 
cd to climb the skylight above the sailors' 
lining saloon. 
As he did so a knife was 


ihrust at him by a hand from beneath the 
skylight and the boy fell with a shriek to 
ihe deck, 
orrirers, Cossacks and 
sailors, always 


Keyed up for trouble in tho Ciars service. 
rushed forward. Some attended to the Czar- 
evitch while others sprang to the cabin. 
There they foinid OIH; of :ho newly enlisted 
g&ilorR. who went by iho nainn of Gregory 
Vsctllef with a knife In his hand. 


He fought savagely and after killing one

He had 
only had sufficient time after the attempt to 
perform his routine duties, to take his ship 
back to Cronstadt and obtain leave of ab- 
sence.

by hlB act ha confessed that the Nihilists 
had gained a footing on the imperial yacht 


Then bis will was made public and added 


a new element to this mystery. By this will, 
made long before hia death, he left 25,000 
marks to a girt student named Helen SoyS- 
loff, with whom he had been In love for 
several years. When she heard of his death 
she also attempted to kill herself, but did 
not succeed and is now being held by the 
secret police. 


Helen Soyoloff is believed to be a member 


of the extreme terrorist wing of the revolu- 
tionary party. 
Women have always played 


leading parts in Russian revolutionary move- 
ments. 
This 
body 
of 
extremists 
was 


founded by the survivors of the Nihilist or. 
ganlzatlon that brought about the assassina- 
tion of tho Czar Alexander II In 18S2. Marie 
Vera Flgner was the guiding spirit In that 
plot, although she took no part in the actual 
crime. She was sentenced to death, but her 
sentence was commuted to twenty years im- 
prisonment and she Is now believad to be 
living in Switzerland. 


Other members of the old organization 
are still living. Helen Soyoloff was one of 
their most enthusiastic young disciples 


It was she who planned the Ingenious plot

Joyed by tho Czar on 
his yacht. She based 
her plot upon the fact 
that during the disturb- 
ances,

Tho men on the bat- 
tleship Potemkln seized 
the ship, set out on a

The crews 
of other warships be- 
haved In a similar man- 
ner. The mutiny came 
to an end simply be- 
cause the men could 
not feed themselves In- 
definitely at sea.

The habit of wearing rubbers 1» the cant* of colds 


and catarrh. Rubber* worn on the feet during damp 
or threatening weather Is a bablt <S*ng«rous to health. 
Whea a fond mother tays to her child before going out: 
"Be sure now not to forget to wear your rubbers," sis 
Is practically bringing that child to a condition Where 
colds will be an almost constant sUte of 111 health, 
weakening to any system. 


Ruhhnrj halng nrq^tli-mllv »|r tight, they prevent 


evaporation from tbe feet and elimination of waste 
material; Just the thing we must avoid If we are to keep 
tho physical balance which makes for good health. Now 
in very wet weather, sloppy snow or moist mud, rubbers 
may be worn for a short lime; but the habit of keeping 
them on In office. In stores while shopping or any dry 
and warm place, IB where the harm comes. And this 
warning Is necessary because once a woman has put 
on rubbers she will keep them on all day regardless of 
weather or place. 


Vni.it nhould be worn In wet or damp weather are 


stout shoes with cork or felt Insoles If necessary. 


The bablt of wearing storm coals made Impervious 


to water by some form of rubber preparation, la equally 
Injurious for tbe reason that they prevent proper evap- 
oatlon from the "Wn. To put those raincoats on when 
It la really storming and where one Is to walk but a 
short distance, la all very well, but to -wear one aa a 
cover coat as Is the genera! custom If the sky is cloudy 
IB certain to Induce colds and catarrh.

The wearing of fnrs, heavy wrap* and thl<* over- 


coats Is a cause ol catarrh and similar troubles. Of 
course these heavy outside apparels are all right II care 
is taken to Immedlatelr remove them when entering 
warm rooms or balta, but this care Is too often no- • 
glected. ''Xo; I'm only going to stay a few moments; 
I'll keep my furs on," la really saying: "I want a cold 
or a good dose of nasty catarrh." There Is an old 
medical saying to the effect that "sealskin sacijnes Mil 
more people than smallpox." The truth Is that when a 
persons enters a theatre or any place_where there are 
gathered a large number of all kinds and sorts of peo- 
ple, unless the skin la allowed to accommodate Its tune- 
tiors to the changes of atmosphere, you run great risk 
of allowing some of the disease germs around you to 
gain a foothold In your system. It does not take many 
minutes for the susceptible person to be affected. 
Months may roll on and you wonder why you are not 
feeling flt, why you have headaches and colds; then 


the horrible reyelatton that year lone* aw 
eoraea at » finishing ahoe*. 


The clothing next the skin should be woolen. At

stance. For sensitive skins silk and lines will do if 
care Is taken In cold weather never to wear tat » 
minute heavy, outer -wrap* or ton indoor*.

tlon. Ton should never feel too warm Indoors with

There Is no virtue In "sanitary" underwear anitoi 


they allow free evaporation and are weighted to the 
weather—not the seasons—mind you.

Keeping the feet encased In thick stockings or socks 


does not by any means afford winter protection foi 
them. In the first place, as has been repeated so often, 
keeping the feet dry Is the first role of self-defence 
from colds. Thick hosiery will not keep the feet drr. 
Perspiration Jesuits from tbe thick knitted woolen ho- 
siery, and especially in winter this is dangerous, be- 
cause so many wear rubbers, which keep the feet In aa 
bad a condition a* If they were actually • ret by means 
of leaky shoes. 


Partly silk hosiery Is good. All allfc hosiery IB even 


better for keeping the feet warm. If you must wear 
woolen hosiery, see to It that is la of the very finest 
and thinnest variety, and that you do not wear rubbers 
for s moment Indoor*. 


The Difficulties of PICKING A GENIUS

ROFESSOR WII..HBIM O8TWOLD. tho author of 


"Great Men" never gave much thought to the 
question of whether It would bo possible to 


tell whether a student would turn out to be a genius 
or an ordinary roan until one of his Japanese student- 
put that question to him. 


His first anHwor woa Unit be didn't know—that he 


didn't see the practical bearing of tho question. Tho 
Japnnrao rejoined: "It Is a moat practical quoiUon; 
lor our Government, nn-1 many olhors. ara spending 
lar*o itim* In bolpln* liUta to Ret a thoroughly good 
education; It IB a sort of State Investment: for It J» 
expected thfit those wlio nro Rlvon euoh advantages 
shnll be wBefnl to their country, and the State would 
like to be nnro that It in waklnp a good Investment 
whan It educates a youth free of charge." 


On thinkliiK this over OslwnKl became convinced 


that iho students who mndo n. mark In tbe «clentlilo 
world wore those who wore difficult to Induce to follow 
delimit cowmen of instruction: and In this Rameey 
nttrrns with Ostwnld. 


Wo nro apt to think tliftt future Caesars, BbakOB- 


potirea, Nnwlona nnrt nwthovMin must bo left to 
cUuncf that what la In thorn "will out"; but possibly 
wo do not give a clmncc to boys of ponlim who might 
develop. If rightly nurtured. 
Genius, like rare hot 


bouse plants. Is of tender growth; It is apt to wither, 
unless tended under favorable conditions. 


Professor Polncare, the brilliant French mathe- 


matician, has given a moat Interesting description of 
how his dlflcoverles hare been made. 
Power of 


mathematical thought Is, though not very rare, con- 
fined to very few men In Its highest and moat Intri- 
cate branches. 


Suppose a certain problem presents Itself as In- 


teresting, and na requiring a solution. A groat deal 
of "spade work" has then to bo done. One must try 
one plan after another for months, meeting apparently 
with no RuccosB. 


Then in an instant, while tho mlnxl Is dealing with 


qulto other things (aa when talking casually to a 
friend or while stopping Into an omnibus) tbe solution 
Bashes upon tho mind. 
Unquestionably while we lie 


unconscious the brain goea on doing Its work Jast 
aa do tho lungs, the heart and the digestive organs. 
But the brain will not do anything that has not al- 
ready been the subject of conscious action; the mental 
food must bo given before It can be ingested. 


In a poot or a musician tho result ot such "un- 


conerloue thought" Is called inspiration. "U'e arc- loath 
to believe that it comes from "ourselves"; It appears 
to come from outside; but It la the essential feature 


of what we term "genius." 


Ramsey'B experience Is that, as a rule. It Is not the 


lads who come from science schools who are mosl 
promising. 
A characteristic of men of genius which 


may seem to distinguish them at an early age appears 
to be that they are extreme In their temperaments. 


While most men are neither very sanguine nor 


very phlegmatic, men of genius are characterized by 
an exce=3 of une 01- the other of these temperaments. 
Ramsey propounds four propositions as definite and 
final:First, that the faculty of originality, or Inven- 
tiveness, Is pretty -widely spread, although, of course, 
like all other qualities, It IE rare In Its highest forms: 
second, that like all other faculties, It Improves by 
cultivation; 
third, that the 
inventive 
faculty. 
If 


trained by application to one set of problems, serves 
equally when directed to others of a similar character; 
and, fourth, that It is Impossible to decide what the 
result of a scientific discovery may be. 


Ramsey concludes that It IB rare to find In the same 


mind the aptitude for making discoveries and coln- 
cidently tho commercial and practical Instinct which 
applies them to benefit the human race, and to fill the 
pockets of the dlsc-overer. 


A different kind ot genius la required for the last, 


though In Its WSVF It does not lack- Importance. 
The 


mnn who Is able to apply and utilize discoveries for 
the benefit of human kind certainly deserves to be 
called "great," aa well as tie man to whose efforts, 
and genius the discoveries are due. 
, 


Telling TIME BY WIRELESS 


T 


HE wireless, that greatest of modern 


life savers and wonder workers, IB 
to be put to stlH another great use, 


according to that French scientific Journal. 
Cosmos, which states that now we are to 
have correct time by means of these won- 
derful electric flashes through the air. 


"There—are watch factories In Switzer- 


land," says Cosmos, "that receive the exact 
hour from the Eiffel Tower dally, but the 
communication of the time, minute by min- 
ute, to numerous clocks by electric waves Is 
an entirely aew and unexpected fact. 'A suf- 
ficient power must be given to the electric 
wave to permit of precise action, and receiv- 
ing clocks must be so built that the hand 
wfll make only one advance movement In a 
given time, to avoid all disturbing IHflaences 
from outside sources of electricity. Finally, 
all hertzlan waves not coming from the send- 
ing apparatus must be neutralized. All these 
difficulties are solved In the system of Mgr. 
Cerebotanl, of Munich, well known for his 
work In electrotechnlcs. 


"The experiment would appear to be very 


slmpla On a table la placed an ordinary 


clock, marking seconds, In cosiiaini 
with a relay and a dry battery operating a 
wireless sending apparatus. 
On another 


table Is a receiving antenna connected to a 
clock which, Instead of the ordinary clock- 
worlr, contains an electromagnet and a relay 
of special construction. As soon as tb« sec- 
ond-hand 
of the first clock has made in 


round of the dial the antenna sends out a 
vvave that operates the minute-hand of the 
receiving dock, or of sever: 1 such, causing It 
to advance by one division. The only differ- 
ence between this device and an ordinary 
electric clock consists In the absence ol a 
connecting wire. A sending clock placed In 
any central position—oa top of a tower, for 
example—and provided with an antenna simi- 
lar to those used In wireless telegraphy, can 
, 


thus send ont the exact time to a great num- ° 
ber of public slocks, located In squares, res- 
taurants, offices, etc. 


"A fact worthy of remark Is that the new 


receiving clocks cost not more than three dol- 
lars, according to Mgr. CerebontanL He pro- 
poses to deliver lectures in various European 
cities to enable specialists to form an opinion 
of his invention."

The Value of STEEL 


ENDS on Freight Gars 


F 


AR more freight cars are destroyed in "shifting" or making up 


freight trains than in accidents. This'Is because so much ex- 
tremely heavy material is freighted, such as metals and minerals, 


and when the trains are shifted about or stopped suddenly the greatest 
strain comes on the ends of the cars. 


Sudden Joltings -will sometimes force heavy materials through the 


ends of a wooden freight car. THIS necessitates delays, extra work in 
transferring the freight, repairs of car and other losses and expenses. 


To counteract this in a large degree freight cars are being made \rith 


strong steel ends. They have been given quite a trial and prove to be 
•well -worth the extra cost, as they stand the strain two or three times aa, 
long as the ordinary all-wood cars. The Railway and Engineering Review i 
(Chicago) tells how these cars are made, as follows: 
{ 
"The end la constructed from a sheet of steel plate which is flanged 


on the sides to permit of Its being secured to the side posts, the central 
portions being given a series of concentric corrugations for the purpose 
of Imparting rigidity. Tho flanging and corrugating operations are per-1 
formed at a single stroke of the press; hence the cost of fabricating, after 
Blzes have been determined upon and the dies procured, compares some-} 
what with that of similar operations in boiler work. The eads may be ! 
secured either by bolts or rivets, depending on whether the framing of 
the superstructure la ot steel or wood. The weight of such an end Is 
understood to be not materially greater than that of the framing and 
sheathing In the usual box car. while the expense o£ repairs is practically, 
If not entirely, eliminated."

The she«U arts dump, but they are drying 
constantly, that is, tho moisture la evaporat- 
ing inio the air. while, at the same Ume, 
they are taking In more moisture to keep—as 
far as possible—as full of moUture as tb«iy 
can hold. It 1* easy to sec that tblB acUoc 
of linen In sending more moisture Into the 
sir makes it more dense and increase* the 
humidity. For thlt there l« no remedy, but 
for awhile the air can be made Qryer by 
placing on the floor a large dish of unslacked 
lime. This will attract and absorb the note- 
tur* without •vaporatlnjt It a*aln.

HE old belief that anything that smalls 


badly must be dangerous, and which 
scientists 
and 
hygienlsts 
have 


laughed at for the last ten years or more, 
is now discovered to be a true basis, and 
the careful housewife has been more nearly 
right all this time than has the sanitary 
expert. A bad smell, of late, has been -re- 
garded as rather a good thing, for it was 
not injurious In Itself and It revealed the 
presence of conditions which probably were 
causing trouble in other ways. 


But the discoveries of a .French physician 


make It necessary to consider a new aspect 
in the germ theory of disease. While we 
no longer believe that a place "smells of 
fever," as used once to be said, because the 
malaria germ is carried by a mosquito, the 
old theory of the mlasjna, or the poisonous 
vapor must be restored. 
Has the germ 


been ousted from his throne? Not at all 
But It has been found that in certain forma 
of putrid vapors the grerm breeds faster 
and finds conditions better for his species. 
The bacilli of diphtheria and the plague, 
for example, died in highly purified air. 
Why DIVORCES Follow 


Increased with fair rapidity in ordinary air, 
but multiplied with a celerity that was as- 
tounding when the air to which they wera 
exposed contained email amounts of putrid 
gaees. 


A further Interesting point suggested Is 


that the souring ol milk and other sub- 
stances during a thunderstorm Is not due 
to the effect of the electricity upon the 
mils at all. He suggests it is rather tho 
effect of the electricity upon the earth, 
which It strikes, releasing a certain amount 
of putrid gasses there, and contaminating tia 
atmosphere. 
As there are always putre- 


factive germs to be found In all media where 
they grow, it follows that after a thunder- 
storm 
or electrical disturbance 
of any 


character the atmospheric conditions ara 
Improved for the bacteria and they flourish * 
and reproduce more rapidly Hum they would 
have done without the storm. 
In other 


words, the milk sours more rapidly than it 
ironia have done, probably sours EO rapidly 
that it Is unusable by the time of the next 
meal, and the housewife thinks that It mnst 
.hlfi ^u due to some ^dden electrical 
shock in the substance of the milk.
